Polish ultra - leftist dogmatism 
in the service of hostile propaganda. 


A response to the revisionist lies about the DPRK and the Juche Philosophy 
published by dogmatists from the Polish ‘Institute of Marx'

The Korean Friendship Association UK and British Group for the Study of the Juche Idea decided to express 
its position and refer to the published material. It is also an opportunity to refute any revisionist speculation 
about the Juche Philosophy and the Democratic People's Republic of Korea in a broader sense. 
Members of the Polish ‘Institute of Marx', which is abbreviated in my article as 'IM’, in their past have already 


presented propaganda hostile to the Democratic People's Republic of Korea, attacking the Juche Philosophy and 
the Korean socio - political system from allegedly Marxist positions. This ‘Marxist position and analysis' of 


them claims that the Juche Philosophy and the political - economic - social system of the DPRK are a 
perversion of Marxism and revisionism. 


In my activity in the British communist movement and in the Korean Friendship Association UK, and in my old 
conversation with 'IM', I patiently explained the essence of Korean socialism and the relationship between 
Juche Philosophy and Marxism - Leninism. Some of the texts that I wrote in discussions with the members of 
Polish 'IM' are included in this article. 


Unfortunately. Despite my proposal for a substantive discussion in the 'IM' forum, the members of 'IM' did not 
take up the topic and remained in their dogmatic conviction, about the revisionism of the Juche Philosophy and 
DPRK. 


But first, let's move on to the story telling published by the author of 'Qeer Bolshevik' in his article. 


To begin with, the author calls President Kim Il Sung a revisionist. Firstly, The author does not provide a 
definition of this revisionism. How is this revisionism to manifest itself? In the creation of the Juche 
Philosophy? In the fact that the young Kim Il Sung, spending many nights and studying the classical works of 
Marxism - Leninism, in the difficult conditions of the Japanese occupation, worked out the most appropriate 
path, the path of national and social liberation based on the roots of Marxism - Leninism, a path corresponding 
to Korean historical conditions and the then situation? Is this revisionism? Or was he supposed to introduce the 
Soviet model of the Soviets? Or Soviet - type revolutions? Would it not be revisionism? The author completely 
does not understand the essence of Marxism - Leninism. 


Further ... the author writes nonsense either because of his little knowledge of the Juche philosophy or 
deliberately hiding the fact that the Juche philosophy has been known and studied all over the world since the 
1960s. Dr Dermot Hudson commented on this subject, as well as on the subject of internationalism, in his 
response to this nonsense written by 'Queer Bolshevik’. This answer is presented in the further part of this 
material, so I will move on to the next issues. 


'... In practice, what the WPK seems to mean by this is that they believe in the supreme power of 
the Korean people and their nation, as most discussions of the practical application of Juche are all about the 
power and might of the Korean people and their self-sufficiency from the rest of the world. So we may fairly say 
that Juche is a Korean nationalist ideology ...' 


This is a completely misinterpretation of the Juche Philosophy. Nowhere in the Juche Philosophy is and there is 
no confirmation of the thesis put forward by 'Qeer Bolshevik' that it is only the Korean nation that is the master 
of everything. This is a total misunderstanding and distortion of the principles of the Juche Philosophy. The 
three features of man as a social being that were discovered and distinguished by the Juche philosophy: 
independence, creativity and consciousness, and the claim that man is the master of everything and transforms 
his world according to his will and intentions - do not apply only to the Korean nation, but to the whole of 
humanity. They concern the masses of the people. It is the popular masses of the whole world, not just the 
Korean people, that are the driving force of history, and they are mentioned in the Juche Philosophy. On the 
other hand, when it comes to the practical applications of the Juche Philosophy, one has to be really blind, or to 
do it on purpose, in order not to see the achievements of the Korean revolution, which are expressed, for 
example, in free health care, the abolition of all taxes or free - of - charge housing built in amazing pace. Today, 
the DPRK is an Asian superpower with an advanced nuclear defense program. Thousands of new homes are 
being built across the DPRK along with extensive social infrastructure in the form of recreational areas and 
cultural facilities for working people, and the economy grows and develops by people and for people, precisely 
by putting the Juche Philosophy into practice. 


We have already presented a great deal about the relationship between Marxism and Leninism with Juche 
Philosophy. Just look on the websites of the Korean Friendship Association from Great Britain (KFA UK) or 
the British Group of Study on the Juche Idea. This topic was also taken up by other branches of the Korean 
Friendship Association, including from Brazil ( recent publications on this topic - link below ).

However, as they repeat them stupid allegations I will repeat a few things again. Because the typical 
accusations of dogmatists ( including members of the Polish 'IM' ) have been repeated for many years and it is 
worth mentioning them and refuting them once again. 


Left - wing critics of the Juche Idea not only do not understand Juche, but also do not understand Marxism - 
Leninism or dialectical materialism. Just as Marxism - Leninism grows out of Hegel's philosophy, which Marx 
‘turned on its head’, Juche grew up on a stump and is based on Marxism - Leninism, but being an independent 
and original philosophy, preserving and being in accordance with all the principles and principles of Marxism - 
Leninism . There is no contradiction between Juche and Marxism-Leninism. 


To say that man is the master of the world is not idealistic, but is precisely a materialistic view. Juche assumes 
that man is part of the material world. He does not live outside the material world. However, man is the most 
highly developed form of matter and this is what distinguishes him from all living things. Comrade Kim Jong Il 
in his 1996 work 'The Juche Philosophy is an Original Revolutionary Philosophy’ explained: 


'.. The new worldview established by the Juche philosophy does not negate the worldview of dialectical 
materialism. The Juche philosophy considers the world view of dialectical materialism as its premise. Juche's 
view of the world that the world is dominated and transformed by man is inconceivable in isolation from the 
materialistic dialectical understanding of the essence of the objective material world and the general law of its 
movement. From the idealistic view that the world is mysterious, one cannot infer that man dominates it, and 
from the metaphysical view that the world is unchanging, one cannot infer that man can transform the world. 
Juche's view of the world that the world is dominated and transformed by man can only be established when 
one recognizes the materialistic dialectical understanding of the world that the world is made of matter, is 
constantly changing and developing. Despite the many limitations and immaturity of Marxist materialist 
dialectics, its basic principles are scientific and up-to-date. That is why we say that the Juche philosophy 
considers materialistic dialectics as its premise ... ' 


Marxism - Leninism over the decades developed and evolved as a result of the development of history and its 
objective conditions, different in each country of the world, separately and dependent on the entirety of the 
socio-economic relations of a given epoch, a given time. Hence the nature of Korean socialism will not be the 
same as the former USSR to which most dogmatists still refer. It will not be the same nature of Cuban socialism 
or Laos etc. etc. And it is not revisionism but the creative development of Marxism with which it is confused by 
many dogmatists. Following the logic of reasoning of Qeer Bolshevik, who writes in his article that Kim Il 
Sung was a Korean revisionist because he created the reactionary Juche philosophy, should also be called 
Lenin's revisionist. Because he developed Marxism to a higher degree into Leninism. And also other leaders of 
the world communist movement like Fidel Castro and Mao Tse Tung, who developed Marxism - Leninism to 
the next stage - Maoism. 


According to pseudo - Marxist dogmatists, everything that appears new in Marxism - Leninism should be 
dogmatically rejected without analysis in accordance with the principles of Marxism - Leninism because ... it is 
revisionism! 


Meanwhile, the essence of Marxism - Leninism and its relation to revisionism is different: 

'.. It is not revisionism to introduce to the science of Marxism such additions that reflect the reality of life or a 
changed life. It is, however, revisionism to introduce new theoretical principles into the science of Marxism, 
when these principles do not correspond to the possibilities of shaping life in accordance with the predictions 
contained in them, that is, they are not in accordance with the laws governing social development ... ' 


( W. Namiotkiewicz. ‘Political Thought of Marxism and Revisionism’) 


The basic difference between the Juche Philosophy and the previous Marxist philosophy to which Juche refers, 
is in the final assessment of different views on man and not contradictions as to the philosophical foundations 


of Marxism in relation to Juche. The Juche philosophy treats man and the popular masses as the SUBJECT OF 
the revolution and not an OBJECT like Marxism - Leninism. Thus, a different view of man does not make 
Juche Philosophy in any way contrary to Marxism - Leninism. What is different does not have to be 
contradictory. It must be emphasized that it is very important to say that there is no contradiction between the 
two ideas. Juche only explains the human situation more broadly. It must also be said that Juche view of man is 
not idealistic, as some pseudo - Marxists claim. Is not, because the Juche recognized man as a product of nature 
which is dependent on the objective laws of nature, but also, because man is a social being whose only qualities 
inherent in him were not previously explained by Marxism - Leninism. Man can create his own life in 
accordance with the objective law of nature without relying on any idealistic or metaphysical laws. 


The difference is that Juche first sees and notices the man and the masses of the people in the revolutionary 
process. Thus, he discovers the laws governing social processes. Whereas Marxism - Leninism treats nature and 
society in the same way. 


In the philosophy of Marxism, which based its understanding of man on scientific foundations, Marxism 
defined man as the sum of social relations. Marxism did not look for the essence of man in his innate attributes, 
but considered it beyond him, that is, in the social relations that govern his existence and activity. 


Marxist philosophy defined the essence of man as the whole of social relations, but it did not give a correct 
explanation of the specific features that characterize man himself as a social being, a social man. the fact that, in 
considering the theses on the social movement, the previous Marxist theory took as a basis the general 
regularities of the development of the material world - this is precisely because it was unable to explain the 
essential qualities of man as a member of society, the Juche Philosophy gives a broader explanation of the 
peculiarities of man as a being social and in no way contradicts any principles of Marxism - Leninism. 


To quote the Juche view of the world that the world is dominated and transformed by man, it is inconceivable 
in isolation from the materialistic dialectical understanding of the essence of the objective material world and 
the general laws of its movement. An important point of the Juche Idea is to explain the laws of the socio - 
historical movement. The socio - historical movement has its own peculiar law, it is based on the subject of the 
masses of the people. 


Nor, is the Juche simply 'Marxism - Leninism as applied to the Juche’, and not just for DPRK itself. While the 
Juche inherits many of the features of Marxism - Leninism, it also has original features. Juche emphasizes that 
man is the master of everything, and the masses of the people are the masters of revolution and construction. 
Juche emphasizes both the subjective and the objective factor. In the past socialist countries that followed 
Marxism - Leninism emphasized the material - economic factor and believed that as soon as socialist relations 
of production were established, the consciousness of the masses would change automatically, as a result of 
neglecting ideological work, as history has shown, it was wrong - because socialism collapsed in 'Eastern - 
Bloc’ with USSR as first. 


Juche postulates giving priority to ideology, in fact ideological work is the driving force behind building 
socialism. Juche emphasizes subjective conditions dependent on the man himself. 


Juche Philosophy is not a simple development of the materialist dialectic of Marxism on new foundations, but it 
is an analysis of Marxism - Leninism from the position of the Workers' Party of Korea and its interpretation 
made for the Korean people in its conditions in order to build a socialist state. 


Juche philosophy is not a simple development and continuation of the Marxist - Leninist theory, but has 
developed in its own, wider way, but is based on Marxist principles. 


Juche and Marxism - Leninism are not the same. The crux of the matter lies elsewhere, many pseudo Marxists - 
Leninists, and even the most 'revolutionary' ones, do not see Juche philosophy connections with Marxism - 
Leninism and treat Juche as a contradiction of Marxism - Leninism. They see contradictions in Juche with 
Marxism - Leninism which are not exist. These imaginary contradictions are the result of aggressive 
propaganda hostile to the DPRK and a lack of in - depth knowledge of the subject. Juche is an original 
philosophy based on Marxism - Leninism. Marxism - Leninism is alive and dialectical, not dogmatic. 


Juche is not a simple continuation of Marxism - Leninism under the conditions of the DPRK. It is, however, a 
'product' of the dialectical development of Marxism in the historical and material conditions of the DPRK, as 
the roots on which Juche arose and to which Marxism - Leninism refers. 


Blogging, revisionist adventurism, as it can be called, has nothing to do with the factual and scientific analysis 
of Juche Philosophy and its ties to Marxism - Leninism and the social and political reality in the DPRK. 


The scientific works left behind by Kim Il Sung and Kim Jong Il are teeming with references to Marxism - 
Leninism and its principles. It is unnecessary to quote them here. You would have to cite the entire library ... 
Just study them. 


Returning to the lies about the arms trafficking by the DPRK, it is a 'spit in the face’, this nonsense about arms 
trafficking by the DPRK about which the pseudo - Marxist 'Qeer Bolshevik' writes in his internet blog, whose 
texts are published by Polish 'IM' - it is a spit in the face of Korean the working class which, in its 
internationalism, fought and made sacrifices for other nations in the struggle for the liberation of the world 
proletariat. 


Another allegation that is widely 'popular' and disseminated about the DPRK is the alleged ‘personality cult' 
that prevails there. 


Many stupid things have already been written about the insinuation that the DPRK had a dynasty in power ... 


Many people unfamiliar with the realities of DPRK's internal policy ask themselves this question: Does the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea maintain a monarchy with Kim Jong Un as the dynastic ruler of the 
Kim's family? 


When Kim Il Sung helped to create the DPRK, he became the president of the Republic: it meant that he 
commanded the army and was head of state. He was also the head of government for a time, and in addition he 
was the secretary general of the Central Committee, the highest body of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 


After his death, the post of president was abolished forever, as there was no longer such a need due to the 
division of the state and the growing number of people participating in the state administration. And by the 
way, this is the reason why he is known as the eternal president of the DPRK, he was the last leader in the 
DPRK to exercise such official, legalized political power and it was thanks to his efforts and the leadership of 
socialist Korea that the post of President could be obsolete and abolished forever, and for me, if that doesn't 
make him a great leader, I don't know what else could have happened to make it so. The duties of the position 
were divided between the head of state, who became the new chairman of the Presidium and the chairman of 
the National Defense Committee. Since Kim Il Sung had resigned as head of government prior to the complete 
abolition of the presidency, this position remained separate as Prime Minister. 


Now, considering what I just explained above, Kim Jong Il obviously could not inherit a position that no longer 
existed and the only position he held that Kim Il Sung also held was that of NDC Chairman, but he did not 
inherit it. position, was elected. He was later elected secretary general of the Workers' Party of Korea in 1997, 
but unlike Kim Il Sung, he did not belong to the Central Committee. 


Kim Jong Un was elected vice - chairman of the Central Military Commission of the Workers' Party of Korea at 
a party conference in September 2010. 


When Comrade Kim Jong Il died, the post of Secretary General of the Workers’ Party of Korea was abolished 
as a post - hence Comrade Kim Jong Il is known as the eternal secretary general and leader of the Workers' 
Party of Korea. This is the correct understanding of the title: ‘Eternal’. Following these events, Kim Jong Un 
was elected First Secretary of the Workers' Party of Korea, a new post created by splitting the office and roles 
of Secretary General into several offices. The Workers' Party of Korea has over 3 million members, and most 
families in the DPRK have party members. Kim Jong Un's appointment as the successor to the leadership of the 


Workers' Party of Korea was democratically decided by a huge and overwhelming number of people, and as I 
mentioned, it can be canceled at any time, so in fact it has absolutely no parallels with monarchies. 


Sometime later, Kim Jong Un was elected First Chairman of the NDC shortly before the abolition of the NDC 
itself and its replacement by the SAC, again further dividing party and state bodies and increasing the number 
of people participating in the state administration. As Lenin predicted, as socialism develops, more and more 
people participate in the state administration up to the entire population, thus eliminating bureaucracy, and as 
we can see the DPRK implements it in practice, because with each successive step more and more people 
participate in state and party administration activities. 


The allegation of the party bureaucracy or some ‘class of socially privileged party plutocrats'’ is a fabricated lie 
in order to attack and slander the true people's democracy in the DPRK. 


Note that this is completely contrary to how monarchies work: in monarchies all power is consolidated and 
preserved, as is property relations. The reason Kim Jong Un occupies these prestigious powerless positions is 
due to the respect the DPRK, has for the Kim's family and its contribution to the liberation of Korea. It is the 
position of chairman of the NDC - later SAC - that gives the title of ‘Supreme Leader' to Comrade Kim Jong 
Un. This is the reason the revisionist imperialist 'shouters' cannot or do not want to understand. The Kim's 
family has legitimized power sealed with their bloodshed in the struggle for the liberation and creation of the 
Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, Kim Il Sung's brother, family members were murdered by Japanese 
henchmen in revenge for Kim Il Sung leading people to fight for national - social liberation. 


I further explain, as it follows, for example, from article 105 in section 2 of the DPRK's constitution: Article 
105: 

'.. The chairman of the National Defense Committee of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea is 
accountable to the Supreme People's Assembly ...' 


So, instead of the state being obligated to Kim Jong Un, as the pro - bourgeois media would like us to believe, 

it is in fact the complete opposite, and Kim Jong Un is in fact obligated and accountable to the people's 
democratic dictatorship, if he fails to fulfill his duty to fulfill his functions as the leader of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and representative of the working masses, or giving wrong directions that did not reflect the demands 
and interests of the working masses, would be quickly removed by immediate dismissal, and the Worker's Party 
of Korea already has plans and mechanisms to replace him in such a case. Kim Jong Un does not even have any 
‘extraordinary powers’ that would allow him to consolidate the political power, power or veto of all decisions 
and orders of the People's Government and State. 


Finally, on this topic, let me add: After the death of Kim Il Sung, a large part of the people wanted to make Kim 
Jong Il head of state, but he rejected the idea, saying: 


'I don't need an honorary office, title or official position, the people's support is enough for me' 
All enemy propaganda on this topic reminds as Dr. Dermot once said: 


'.. it is interesting that when there are several attacks on the DPRK by imperialists, liberals and Trotskyist 
against the DPRK and anti - revisionists, for the latter, who might be expected to support the DPRK, instead 
join the attacks by pedantic and clinging criticism of the DPRK. I get the feeling that people like this are bullies 
on the playground who are rummaging around for a child they don't like. It seems to me that some leftist 
groups are playing the role of guardians of imperialism in trying to stop people from studying the Juche Idea 


One fact, that is so hard to believe by the Western world and all doubters is that Kim Jong Un was elected by 
millions of workers in alliance with the peasantry and working intelligentsia, in free and democratic elections, 
as a worthy representative of the people, the son of Kim Jong Il of families of revolutionaries who not only 
liberated the DPRK from Japanese and American occupation, but also maintained the continuity of socialist 
transformations and created a state of socialist welfare, for all, not selected, a state of unity that is not found 


elsewhere ( and therefore difficult for other pro - Western countries to believe ) national, disciplined in work 
on the construction of socialism, on unity concentrated in harmony with its leader. This leadership is an 
expression of the needs of the Korean people who need such a leader. Not to spread an alleged ‘cult of 
personality’ but to follow party leadership in the process of building socialism. It should also be added that the 
Asian mentality is different from the European one. There, the role of the leader is permanently inscribed in the 
social and political structures. 


The Workers' Party of Korea, in its political activity, constantly observes party discipline, the topic of 
combating party bureaucracy and continuous improvement of the cadre, with particular attention to avoiding 


the growth of party - government bureaucracy, is a constant concern of the party leadership and the entire party.

Another highly controversial topic, widely disseminated by pseudo - Marxists and enemies of the People's 
Korea, is the matter of special economic zones. Listening to these ultra - leftist views, one gets the impression 
that in the DPRK, contrary to the socialist state rules of the proletarian dictatorship, special zones have been 
created, where thousands of Korean workers are brutally exploited by foreign capital. 


I would like to present here one of the latest news articles from KPEA ( Korean Publications Exchange 
Association ) about these Zones and their nature. 


Chongjin Economic Development Zone 


Location: Chongjin City, North Hamgyong Province 

Area: 5. 4kii 

Types of Business: Manufacturing of processed metal products, machinery, building materials and electronics, transit 
transport and foreign trade 

The Chongjin Economic Development Zone covers an area of 5.4 square kilometres, namely parts of Wolpho-ri, Namsok- 
ri and Susong-dong of Songphyong District, Chongjin. 

The zone specializes in the manufacturing of processed metal products, machinery, building materials, electronics, light 
industry goods and exports processing, and it is planned to build an economic development zone by combining 
international freight transit transport through the port of Chongjin. 

Secondary and tertiary metal processing bases are planned to be built to use the metal products of the Kim Chaek Iron 
and Steel Complex in the Namsok-ri area. And those for manufacturing machinery, electronic equipment, building 
materials and light industry goods and export processing are to be built in the EDZ. They will focus on the production 
and bonded processing of hydraulic machines, precision machines, robots, vehicles and rolling stock. 

The EDZ is scheduled to develop freight transit transport, bonded processing and trade with China and other 
neighbouring countries by renovating and expanding the port of Chongjin, and raise the proportion of technology- 
intensive processing industry by relying on the rich labour, scientific and technical resources in and around the zone. 
And in the future, it is planned to expand and develop into a comprehensive EDZ combined with a high-tech 
development district and a modern commercial service district. 


Is there anything about foreign capital involvement here? About the work of the Korean working class in 
foreign companies? Zones that are mostly inactive due to international sanctions imposed on the DPRK do not 
produce any profit that would be transferred to any capitalist countries as propaganda tries to present to the 
DPRK's enemy. On the contrary. All profit from production, commercial or service activities remains. 
Economic zones therefore play a supporting role in the DPRK economic system based on social means of 
production. The Economic development Zones do not infringe upon these social, socialist relations of 
production in any way. They were created mainly to cooperate with neighboring countries ( not with the US or 
other countries that are their puppets), mainly with China. Considering China as an imperialist country of 
revisionist deviation from Marxism - Leninism, we cannot take the DPRK by the same measure, because it 
cooperates with China. International relations do not determine the nature, but the internal structure of social 
relations in the state as to the ownership of the means of production. 


In the DPRK the economic development zones are mostly very small, for example the Chongjin Development 
Zone is only 5 km out of a total area of 269 km for Chongjin. In a neighbourhing country, the special economic 
zones included whole cities and whole areas of the coastal area. Moreover, in the DPRK, the sovereignty of the 
DPRK is absolute in economic development zones. 


The DPRK does not allow anything to infringe on or undermine the Korean style socialist system. If a situation 
develops in which economic development zones damage socialism in the DPRK they will be closed down. To 
give an example, the DPRK joined the Nuclear Non Proliferation Treaty ( NPT ) in 1985 with a views to: 


a) Eliminating the US nuclear threat to the DPRK. 


b) Peacefully developing nuclear energy. However, the US imperialists tried to use the NPT against the DPRK, 
to infringe on the sovereignty of the DPRK and destroy the socialist system. So the DPRK announced its 
intention to withdraw from the NPT on the 12th of March. Thus, was suspended for a time but on the 10th of 
January 2003 the DPRK took the decisive step of finally leaving the NPT, much to the anger of the imperialists. 


In fact the DPRK has nationalized south Korea assets in the Kaesong Industrial Park and Mt Kumgang tourist 
zone, It has seized south Korean property in those areas. 


Comrade Kim Jong Il warned about the dangers of economic co operation with capitalist countries, saying that: 


' .. No one in the world is as greedy as a capitalist .There is no precedent for imperialists and capitalists 
giving something for nothing. If they promise to give us something, they do so because they have an ulterior 
motive. It is in their malicious nature to cause an illness first and then administer medicine. We should never 
been taken in by their promise of financial aid ...' 


( Kim Jong Il. 'On Some Problems Arising in the Implementation 
of the Party's Foreign Trade First Policy’ 02.02.1995 ) . 


President Kim Il Sung said in 1989 that: 


'... Careless opening may allow mosquitoes and blowflies to fly in and cause damage. We must conduct 
exchanges and joint ventures with other countries, but we must pitch mosquito nets to prevent those insects 
from infiltrating ...' 


Shortly, before he passed away President Kim Il Sung said: 


' .. [hate imitating other countries. I would persuade our officials that if there is something to learn from other 
countries, they could learn, but they should not swallow it whole, that they should it first, and if it suits their 
taste, they can swallow, but if not they should spit it out and if they swallow what does not suit their taste, they 
may suffer indigestion ...'

Revisionists and enemies also often raise the subject of alleged divisions and castes in DPRK society and, they 
claim, of the growing classes of bureaucracy in the DPRK, and this is expressed in the DPRK's capital 
Pyongyang. Meanwhile, this is another outright lie. Pyongyang is a city with a large - industrial proletarian 
character, where scientists, doctors and representatives of other professions also participate in the joint 
construction of socialism in addition to the working class and in alliance with it.

It is also worth mentioning one of the leading world liars who spread hostile propaganda to the DPRK and 
whose 'scientific' studies are referred to by many dogmatic pseudo - Marxists, including members of the Polish 
'IM'. This is Bill Bland, who has attacked the DPRK and Dr. Dermot himself on several occasions. 


For example, Bland's article 'Workers' Party of Korea and Revisionism' had no better answer to refute this 
nonsense than from the Korean Friendship Association Italy and the Milan Juche Idea Study Center . 


Dr. Dermot himself dismissed Bill Bland's statements at the time they were published in the 1990s. Dr. Dermot 
saw little point in responding to Bland's nonsense because in Britain the 'left' opponents of the DPRK tended to 
be Trotskyists and revisionists, Bland's views were not widely disseminated as they represented the extremist 
faction in Hoxism. 


More on Why Bill Bland was wrong about the DPRK -by Dr Dermot Hudson. 


As Dr. Dermot said, Bland basically ignored 90 percent of what he ( Dr Dermot ) said, and wrote and simply 
took a passage or two out of context. Bland was a deeply dishonest person. 


Later on B. Bland, I explain his whims, for example note that Bland is completely misleading or possibly 
deliberately misleading people. Example: Under Gorbachev, the DPRK - USSR relations were indeed very bad. 
The USSR reneged on agreements made with the DPRK at a diplomatic meetings.. The USSR has betrayed the 
DPRK in many ways. First, by participating in the Seoul Olympics in the South Korean puppet capital ( DPRK, 
Cuba, Albania, Ethiopia, Nicaragua, Madagascar and Seychelles - all boycotted ). Second, Gorbachev met 
South Korean puppet dictator Roh Tae Woo (and also accepted a $ 100,000 bribe from South Korea) and 
established diplomatic ties with South Korea. Third, Soviet contemporary revisionists under Gorbachev exerted 
economic pressure on the DPRK. In a speech to senior economic sector officials on January 3, 1987, President 
Kim IL Sung said: 


'... Worse, they are putting economic pressure on us because we are not pursuing 
their erroneous revisionist policy ...' 


Only a complete idiot can think that the DPRK - USSR relations were intimate under Gorbachev! 


Regarding joint communications, Hoxha met Khrushchev in 1959 ( Khrushchev actually visited Albania but 
never set foot in the DPRK ). Mao met Khrushchev. Mao has met Nixon as well, but what does that prove? So 
if we use the logic of Bill Bland, we'll make both Mao and Hoxha revisionists! 


In fact, as early as December 1986, President Kim Il Sung warned the Korean people against revisionism in a 
speech to the Supreme People's Assembly, saying that: 


'... The people's government must avoid the poisonous ideas of capitalism and revisionism and fight resolutely 
all attempts to violate the socialist system ...' 


Later in 1987, he noted that: 


'... modern revisionism that emerged in the international communist movement also creates many difficulties for 
our revolution. Under the pretext of "reforming" and "reorganizing" socialism, modern revisionists are 
following the road to capitalism and abandoning the principles of internationalism. Therefore, it is difficult for 
us to expect from them cooperation based on internationalism in building socialism. Worse, they exert 
economic pressure on us because we are not guided by their erroneous, revisionist policies, and officials should 
strongly oppose revisionism and reformism and introduce a revolutionary habit of living our way ... reformist 
policies pursued in some countries. Especially officials in positions of responsibility, the backbone of our party, 
must not be shaky. There will be no failure if we live our own style ... ' 


You can find more hostile DPRK propaganda on YouTube. For example, the movie 'Critique of Juche' from the 
‘Six Heads Study Circle’ is the only video on the channel, isn't that weird? Has a channel just been set up to 
attack Juche Idea? It looks like the work of a troll or agent provocateur. The video draws from bourgeois liberal 


sources like Bruce Cummings, as well as from the dogmatic nonsense of the petty - bourgeois Bill Bland. Also 
significant is the reference to the factional traitors who betrayed the Korean people by fleeing to China. 


The film ‘Critique of Juche' speaks of the 'reactionary cult of the hero’, but it could also be applied to the 
adoration of Stalin, Mao and Enver Hoxha. Have you asked yourself why only the DPRK is singled out and 
attacked? 


There is talk of ‘nationalism’. But notice how in imperialist countries the nationalism of small countries, the 
nationalism of the oppressed countries becomes a problem for some, but all kinds of social chauvinism and high 
- power chauvinism are seen as okay. A typical example is the sections of the British Left. According to some 
on the British left, Scotland is a demand for independence. 


‘Scottish separatism’ and they constantly condemn ‘nationalism’, however English chauvinism is not seen as a 
problem by the same people. 


Both films refer to the factional incident of August 1956. This is a strange and illogical reasoning because the 
1956 factional incident showed that the DPRK was independent not only of the US but also of the USSR and 
China. In 1956, the pro - China and pro - Soviet factions in the leadership of the workers’ party of Korea joined 
together in an attempted coup with the support of the great powers, revisionists and imperialists of the United 
States. The factions wanted to destroy the dictatorship of the proletariat and make the DPRK a pro - American 
‘neutral nation’.

The article slanders the Juche Idea saying that: 


',.. It is difficult to speak with much certainty on the subject of Juche 
from anywhere outside the DPRK, as that is the only place it is studied on a large scale 
and there are no ideological authorities on it to consult outside the DPRK ...' 


This is totally false. It is also a slur on Juche Idea researchers and sympathizers outside of the DPRK. 


There are over 1,000 Juche Idea Study Groups in the world, the first one was formed in the African country of Mali in 
1969.In 1976 an International Scientific Seminar on the Juche Idea was held in Antananarivo, the capital of the 
Democratic Republic of Madagascar and in 1977 an International Seminar on the Juche Idea was held in Pyongyang 
DPRK. 


Both these seminars were attended by many delegations including those of national liberation movements such as 
SWAPO of Namibia, Polisario of West Sahara and ZANU of Zimbabwe. At the 1977 International Seminar on the Juche 
Idea in Pyongyang the ZANU delegation of Zimbabwe declared that; 


' ... We of Zimbabwe understand the Juche idea to be internationally applicable in all situations where man desires to 
recover and maintain his dignity. For has comrade KIM IL SUNG not already said that he is not independent is a good as 
dead. We, therefore see the Juche Idea as applicable to our Zimbabwe situation ...' 


A delegate of the Malawi Socialist League said; 
' ... arming ourselves with the Juche idea we are carrying out our revolution to the bitter end ...' 


In 1978 the International Institute of the Juche Idea was founded and is based in Tokyo, Japan. Regional institutes and 
societies for studying the Juche Idea were organised in Africa, Asia, Latin America and Europe. Many international and 
regional seminars on the Juche Idea were organised. In September 2005 a world congress of anti - imperialism and 
independence was organised in Caracas, Venezuela. In April 2012 a World Juche Idea Congress was organised in 
Pyongyang and was attended by over 300 people including several party delegations. 


This year ( 2022 ) the International Institute of the Juche Idea and Korean Association of Social Scientists held a joint 
international online seminar in April to mark the 110th anniversary of the birth of President KIM IL SUNG. There is also 
the Korean Friendship Association with over 17,000 members worldwide and branches in many different countries. 


It is worth pointing out that in the past the ‘Black Panther Party’ of the US upheld and studied the Juche Idea. 


To say that there is no dissemination or study of the Juche Idea outside of the DPRK, is repetition of imperialist 
propaganda against the DPRK. What is true is that the imperialists, bourgeoisie, revisionists and dogmatists all try to 
prevent the study of the Juche Idea by firing people from jobs or by slandering it as ‘nationalist’ or ‘deviation’ from 
Marxism - Leninism. 


The authors of the article slander Juche and the DPRK as ‘nationalist’, although actually admitting that internationalist 
tasks and national tasks can be combined so there is no concrete wall separating the two as Trotskyites imagine. They 
claim that the DPRK is not socialist because it is ‘not internationalist'. However, what determines whether a country is 
socialist, first and foremost, is not the foreign policy but whether socialist relations of production exist or not. However 
the argument that the DPRK is not internationalist does not stand up to close scrutiny. 


In an attempt to slander the internationalist record of the DPRK , they drag up an allegation about the DPRK selling arms 
to Peru in the 1980s ( nearly 40 years ago ). 


However, no evidence has actually ever been shown for this and it is unlikely that Peru, which was dependent on the 
US, would risk breaking US sanctions against the DPRK by buying weapons from the DPRK. Most of the weapons used 
against the ‘Shining Path' came from the US and other imperialist countries who also sent advisors to Peru. Ironically a 
decade before the CIA and south Korean puppets spread stories about the DPRK training unnamed ‘guerillas’ in Peru. 


The DPRK certainly had relations with the National Liberation Army of Peru, led by Hector Bejar, in the 1960s. 
In fact, the DPRK gave a massive amount of internationalist assistance to the peoples struggling against imperialism. 


President Kim Il Sung formed the Anti - Japanese People’s Guerrilla Army in 1932 ( renamed Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army in 1934 ), that fought arms in hand for independence against Japanese imperialism. However, it did 
not fight just for the independence of Korea but it was a proletarian internationalist army which contributed to the 
world revolution. It fought in defence of the Soviet Union, the first workers and peasants state, in the battles of Lake 
Khasan in 1938 and Khalkhin - Gol in 1939. It also defended the Mongolian People’s Republic. Later after liberation in 
August 1945 President Kim II Sung sent the best fighters and cadres of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army to help 
the Chinese Communist Party and People's Liberation Army ( PLA ) liberate China from the bureaucratic and reactionary 
rule of the KMT ( Kuomintang ). At the same time he allowed the PLA to use People’s Korea as a rear base. It is said that 
one of the five stars in the flag of the People’s Republic of China represents the sacrifice of Korean people for the 
Chinese revolution. 


In the 1960s and 1970s President Kim II Sung ensured that the DPRK punched well above its weight, giving support to 
many liberation movements and newly independent states .During the Caribbean Crisis of 1962 the DPRK stood by Cuba 
where the revisionists and big power chauvinists abandoned it. DPRK diplomats and students in Cuba armed themselves 
ready to fight side by side with the Cuban people. The DPRK gave political and military assistance, while sending food 
and tractors as well as a group of authoritative technicians. The DPRK also publicly supported the 5 - point demands of 
Premier Fidel Castro which included the US withdrawal from Guantanamo. The DPRK press denounced Khruschov for his 
capitulationism and cowardice Later in 1986 the DPRK supplied Cuba with 100,000 automatic rifles at cost price. 


President Kim II Sung called for international volunteers to be sent to Vietnam and sent the best pilots of the air force of 
the Korean People's Army to Vietnam as well as tunneling experts plus other material assistance such as uniforms as 
well. In the Victorious Fatherland Liberation War Museum in Pyongyang there is gallery devoted to the internationalist 
KPA pilots who fought in Vietnam and there is a cemetery for KPA pilots who fell in Vietnam. It should also be 
mentioned that the DPRK provided assistance to the national liberation forces in Laos and in Kampuchea. 


During the 1973 October War between the United Arab Republic and the Israeli Zionists, a squadron of KPA pilots was 
sent to assist the Arab people in their fight against Zionist aggression. The DPRK also assisted the Syrian Arab Republic. 


President Kim II Sung also supported the Grenadian revolution. He had DPRK construction experts sent to Grenada and 
the DPRK gave a generous amount of military aid to the People's Revolutionary Government of Grenada, this included 
1,000 automatic rifles. The DPRK also sent technicians and builders to Grenada. In fact in per capita terms the DPRK 
gave more aid to Grenada than the USSR did. When Grenada was invaded by the US imperialists in 1983, the DPRK 
government and people strongly denounced the invasion of Grenada. 


The DPRK gave support and assistance to national liberation movements in Algeria, Angola, Mozambique and 
Zimbabwe. The DPRK also gave material and military support to newly independent African countries such as Benin, 
Madagascar, Angola, Seychelles and Zimbabwe. 


In Zimbabwe KPA instructors trained the armed forces of Zimbabwe. In the People’s Republic of Benin, the presence of 
DPRK advisors thwarted a coup by mercenaries backed by the French imperialists In January 1977 'War is Boring’ 
website wrote: 


‘Despite the chaos caused by attack, North Korean advisors weren’t shy about taking things into their own hands, and 
manning defensive positions in the company of their trainees. The presidential palace thus remained outside the reach of 
the mercenaries' 


After the collapse of socialism in the USSR and Eastern Europe, the DPRK and Workers Party of Korea gave 
internationalist support to those struggling for socialism. The WPK took the initiative in laying down the ‘Pyongyang 
Declaration' - 'Let Us Defend and Advance the Cause of Socialism’. The WPK met with anti - revisionist communist 
parties such as the All Union Communist Party of Bolsheviks of Russia ( AUCPB ). The DPRK published in English a 
collection of Nina Alexandrowna Andrejewa ( the late secretary general of the AUCPB ). 


The above is just a few examples of the internationalist support given by the DPRK to other countries, and to people 
struggling against imperialism. In fact the DPRK has always punched above its weight. Although a divided country and 
itself heavily sanctioned and under constant threat of aggression by the US, the DPRK has given a great deal of 
internationalist assistance. 


It is a baseless slander to say that the DPRK is not internationalist.

With all due respect to the members of 'IM', but their age and theoretical experience in the area of Marxism - 
Leninism remain only theoretical research and analysis. They are not even half the same, either to the practical 
experience of Dr. Dermot Hudson, who has been to the DPRK eighteen times, or to Dr. Dermot's scientific 
research and study of the Juche Philosophy and the essence of the Korean revolution. Dr. Dermot Hudson has 
written seventeen books and publications on the Juche and DPRK philosophy, not including hundreds of 
articles and other materials, and public interviews, lectures, and seminars on the DPRK and Juche. Dr. Dermot 
Hudson has also been active in the British Communist movement for over 40 years. 


Compared to the short activity and so far theoretical achievements of the Polish "Institute of Marx', whose 
members are young and did not live, work and were not active socially or politically in the years when there 
was a ‘block of socialist countries' - Dr. Dermot's experience and knowledge is indisputable . 


When I worked with the members of 'IM' in the past time as cooperation, and it is also worth noting that this 
cooperation ended not because of my fault, but as a result of incompetence and lack of respect for the partner 
( me ), I suggested that all members of the Polish 'IM' institute should list all doubts about DPRK and Juche, 
and I will refer to them and then we will publish it. 


Unfortunately, they didn't. 


Perhaps the reason for this, as well as the present hostility towards Juche and the DPRK, is the fact that one of 
the supreme leaders of the Polish 'IM' is a member of the German MPLD, which party explicitly mentions 
alleged revisionism in the DPRK in its program. 


Dogmatism and ultra - leftism presented by the members of the Polish institute 'IM' and the author of the 
mentioned article is a barrier to understanding the true 'soul' of Marxism, which is expressed in the fact that 
Marxism is not a set of closed ideological concepts and schemes ( apart from the obvious basic principles 
expressed in the dictatorship of the proletariat, the social character of produce, collectivism, etc.), and it is alive 
and creative in its character, in its historical development. 


In the future, there may arise and other stages of the development of Marxism - Leninism. This is because, 
contrary to the claims of dogmatists, Marxism - Leninism is developing and does not constitute a single - 
pattern dogma. While maintaining the basic principles, the principles of Marxism - Leninism, which constitute 
the undeniable canon, such as the dictatorship of the proletariat, socialization of the means of production, 
collectivization, it can evolve theoretically and develops in the process of history based on the objective 
conditions of place and time, and is not it is revisionism. 


So all the ultra - left dogmatic ( from the Polish ‘Institute of Marx' as well ), who shout so loudly about the 
alleged deviations from the only right line of Marxism - Leninism, let them first go to the personal effort of 
studying the Juche Philosophy ( I doubt they ever did ), and its connections with Marxism - Leninism and not 


duplicated for decades repeated slander and nonsense about Juche and the DPRK, as does the Polish 'IM' in 
translations questionable from the point of view of factual analysis of the history and essence of Marxism - 
Leninism of the texts. 


It would be advisable and highly desirable that 'IM', who considers himself the 'guardian of Marxist thought", if 
he intends to write analyzes and opinions on Juche Philosophy and the DPRK, should first learn this philosophy 
in depth and not publish and reproduce the stupidity found somewhere on pseudo - Marxist forums translated 
the text of some author who has no idea, no clue, about the reality of the DPRK and Juche. 


It seems to me that the basic problem of all dogmatists and enemies of the DPRK is the recognition of the facts, 
the real image of the country that this country presents in a true, not intentionally distorted way by imperialist, 
Western propaganda, in its television, press or other sources of news from them, and not from others. 


All reports from ‘alleged experts' such as the 'NKNews Agency' founded by the US CIA, for disinformation and 
hostile propaganda, or other major mainstream news agencies in Europe that have nothing to do with the truth 
about the DPRK - are made on purpose. They are part of a worldwide massive propaganda attack on the DPRK. 


This information and the image of the DPRK is created in such a way as to perpetuate and reproduce myths and 
lies about the DPRK. Such as those about the caste of bureaucrats in the service of Kim Jong Un or the anti - 
Marxist character of Juche. 


Therefore, The position - standpoint of the Polish 'Institute of Marx' regarding the DPRK and Juche 
Philosophy is a dogmatic and ultra - leftist position, which is not Marxism but revisionism. 


Polish 'IM' trying to show about non - Marxist subjects in Juche Philosophy and in just changes from their 
postcards. For example, about social equality in relation to the employment relationship. Of course, if a socialist 
country degenerates into narrow nationalism and national egoism, it is wrong. It is not, however, in the DPRK 
as the ultra - Leftist dogmas try to do so, that they do not bother to deepen the internationalist character of the 
revolutionary Juche, but the blindly recurring lies and inventions of the DPRK's hostile western propaganda. 


'.. Revisionism is a set of erroneous and false views, which essentially boil down to the negation of the 
objective regularities of development confirmed by life, to the negation or undermining of the basic experiences 
of the revolutionary workers' movement, which are universally applicable at a given stage of historical 
development ...' 

( W. Namiotkiewicz. 'Political Thought of Marxism and Revisionism' ) 


Both, the online blogger 'Qeer Bolshevik’ and the members of the Polish 'IM', presenting a dogmatic view of 
Marxism, negate the objective correctness of the development and experience of the Korean road to socialism, 
historically confirmed by the practice of the Korean revolution. And thus, they deny the essence of Marxism 
itself. 


Both, mine and Dr. Dermot Hudson experience with some critics of the DPRK, whether they are revisionists, 
dogmatists, or ultra - leftists, are this: 


a) They do not listen to anything you say / ignore it and stubbornly stick to their dogmas, applying the 'one 
measure’ and the scheme of Marxism from the previous past decades, and especially the historical regularities 
of the development of socialist construction in the former USSR, thus not understanding other conditions and 
paths of development of Marxist thought in other countries with a different historical, social and economic 
specificity, and also without understanding the dialectical development and enrichment of Marxist thought with 
new experiences of the international communist movement, which are just the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea. 


b) Ignore or respond to any arguments supporting the DPRK with irrelevant material. 


c) They are pedantic, clinging to details and focusing on small details without seeing the big picture. 


I wish to members of Polish 'IM' to broaden their horizons and look beyond the anti - DPRK propaganda and 
understand the true essence of Marxism - Leninism. Members of 'IM' fall into ultra - leftist dogmatism in their 
mission of exposing revisionism. What is happening to the DPRK and Juche. 


The Polish 'IM' by translating and disseminating hostile DPRK texts and materials, not only fits in with hostile 
and deceitful propaganda, but also misleads everyone who is looking for the truth about Juche and the DPRK 
because it publishes untruths. 


And now, in the end, I propose, If 'IM' considers himself to be so Marxist, let him allow himself and publish 
this criticism on his pages ( I doubt it ), because real Marxists are not afraid of criticism. 


Currently, KFA UK is working on the publication of the ‘Juche Philosophy Study Course’ textbook, which will 
be ready for print in a few weeks, where one of the chapters is devoted to the relationship of Marxism - 
Leninism with Juche Philosophy and refutes the myths duplicated by revisionists both on the right and on the 
left, about the alleged anti - Marxist character of the Juche Philosophy.
